The matter one vital interest 
not only the publishers, but the 
bookbinding industry, since the obvi- 
ous result lowered postal rates 
books would increase the 
number volumes distributed—and 
more books, course, means more 
bookbinding. 


One Phase Books” Drive 


The movement one phase the 
National Association Book Pub- 
lishers’ “More Books” campaign, 
campaign which members the 
Employing Bookbinders America 
have contributed liberally. 

The circular points out that for 
several years the publishers’ associ- 
ation has endeavored persuade 
Congress that wise public policy 
demands substantial reductions the 
high postal rates now charged for the 
transmission books through the 
mails. 

Committees the House and Sen- 
ate have been informed that the cost 
manufacturing books has increased 
100 per cent since 1914 but that the 
selling price books that time 
has increased per cent. 
was pointed out that this situation 
had compelled the increased postal 
rates borne the purchaser, 
and that this had resulted cutting 
down drastically the normal demand 
for books.

Publishers, booksellers, bookbind- 
ers, authors, educators, and every

The exorbitance the domestic 
rates well illustrated the fact 
that two-pound book can mailed 
from New York Japan for sixteen 
cents, whereas costs ten cents more 
(twenty-six cents) mail the same 
book from New York San Fran- 
cisco. 

Books Treated Unfairly 


Discrimination against books the 
postal rate schedules dates from the 
time when, connection with the 
establishment the parcel post sys- 
tem, the established flat rate one 
cent for each two ounces all printed 
matter was abolished and books were 
classed with miscellaneous merchan- 
dise and zone rates imposed. This 
was direct conflict with the long- 
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established policy the government 
disseminating educational matter 
reasonable and uniform rates 
all its citizens, and resulted high 
premium being placed the educa- 
tion and culture the people pro- 
portion the distance their re- 
spective homes from the great pub- 
lishing center the East. 

has been estimated that per 
cent the books published this 
country, other than school books, are 
absorbed within the environs New 
York City. There question but 
that high postal rates, materially in- 
creasing the cost books, have se- 
verely cut down the percentage 
such books which otherwise would 
have been absorbed the country 
large. 


Mails Needed for Distribution 


Need for the lower rates all the 
more marked when remembered 
that private agencies not have ade- 
quate facilities for the necessary dis- 
tribution books. There are only 
some 27,600 railroad stations the 
country, while the Post Office De- 
partment with its post offices every 
community any consequence—some 
52,,000 number—together with the 
rural delivery service, reaches prac- 
tically the population. the 
United States, there are only about 
3,000 public libraries, only about 500 
stores devoted chiefly wholly 
the sale books, only about 2,500 
stores altogether which books are 
seld any quantity. 
The American Library Association 
has estimated, pointed out re- 
cent article BOOKBINDING MAGa- 
ZINE, that more than fifty million per- 
sons the United States are without 
access public libraries. esti- 
mated that even greater number 
are without direct access book 
stores.

Proprietors and 
executives individual plants had 
racked their brains trying devise 
some means solve the problem. But 
the matter was dragged into the open 
for public study for the first time 
when, the February meeting 
the New York Bookbinders Guild, one 
the members submitted this ques- 
tion for Round Table Discussion: 
“What the best method employ 
with help—es pecially girls—who 
come Docking doesn’t seem 
work.” 


Subject Widely Discussed 


The question lit the match 
flame eloquent discussion which fol- 
lowed. Proprietors plants and 
executives gave their views the 
problem and their attempted solu- 
tions. The matter left the confines 
the Guild meeting room and went 
into the various shops. was de- 
bated the offices the proprietors 
and the workrooms. came be- 
fore the General Council the Open 
Group the Book- 
binders Association New York. 

With nearly six months elapsed 
since the lateness problem first be- 
came subject general discussion, 
BOOKBINDING MAGAZINE recent!y made 
investigation the lateness prob- 
lem few representative New York 
plants and learned: 

That chronic tardiness the 
part number bindery em- 
once was. 

That there still room for 
plenty improvement the 
matter tardiness. 

That the improvement which 
has resulted has come about 
through the realization em- 
ployees that their lateness 
affecting not only them- 
selves and their employers, but 
the prosperity their fellow 
workers. 

Every Industry 

The late worker, course, found 
virtually every industry, but 
the bookbinding industry and she 
occupy somewhat peculiar position. 
bookbinding, the tardiness sin- 
individual has greater effect 
restricting output than most other 


bindery employee 


gradually 
realize that his her ar- 
rival the plant time 
has important effect 
the prosperity the bind- 
ery. 

Not only the bindery 
affected, but fellow em- 
ployees cannot get work 
until the tardy 
started. 

The lateness puzzle will 
still nearer solution when 
more employees realize that 
tardiness not alone man- 
agement problem for the 
proprietors alone, but their 
problem also. 


lines work, because bookbinding 
composed many inter-related 
operations. Then, too, the problem 
complicated the fact that the 
average bookbinding employee 
skilled workman, who cannot re- 
placed overnight, and further the 
system remuneration, under which 
some workers are paid time and 
some piece. 

the case the office worker 
the factory worker other lines 
business the subject not com- 
plicated, but resolves itself merely 
into matter routine regulation. 
The time clock becomes not only 
instrument control, but policing 
device. shows that employee 
habitually late, she called 
before the proper official and warned. 
many concerns, docking proceeds 
automatically even before the warn- 
ing. But any case, after the warn- 
ing, the employee does not mend 
his ways, promptly discharged, 
and the next day new worker takes 
his desk bench. 


The “Gang” Bonus 


Various other methods control 
tardiness are employed still other 
concerns. Some offer bonuses in- 
dividuals for promptness; one con- 
cern even follows “gang bonus” 
system. Counting noon hours, there 
tardy (one Saturday and two 
every other day). The 
tardiness figured weekly divid- 
ing the number lates the 
uct times the number em- 
ployees department. Then the 
composite percentage the whole

office figured. the composite per- 
centage greater than five percent, 
the whole office (the good depart- 
ments and the bad) works until 
o’clock the following Saturday in- 
stead o’clock. Just three times 
last year the office force was pen- 
alized or, put positively, all 
but three weeks the office earned its 
group bonus extra hour off. 


Not Disciplinary Institutions 


The bindery, however, not 
office. Furthermore, the bindery pro- 
prietors feel that their plants are 
disciplinary institutions, but 
places which get certain type 
work, and certain full measure 
it, done. Whatever interferes with 
the accomplishment reasonable 
tasks set obviously requires atten- 
tion. individual tardiness, through 
itself, its example and its direct ef- 
fect upon others, ‘restricts produc- 
tion, evil that needs correc- 
tion. 

Human Basis 


The bindery proprietor prefers 
handle the matter human basis. 
realizes that most cases can

Or, she 
doing hand work—gathering for in- 
stance—not only that operation 
suspended until her arrival, but the 
girls the stitchers must also wait. 
the stitchers are halted, other 
operations must suspend.

Losses Are Startling 


Frank Grady, the Grady 
Bookbinding Co., has said: “If 
employee were docked dollar the 
end the week for not starting 
time, would feel that the binder 
was taking that dollar -from his 
pockets. And yet the late employees 
are annually extracting thousands 
dollars from their employers and 
from their fellow workers.” 

According Nathan Shrifte, 
the Wolff Estate bindery and 
binders Association New York, 
who has made careful study the 
tardiness problem, the cost late- 
ness reaches alarming figures. 

stantly guarded against,” said Mr. 
Shrifte. “If employers and execu- 
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tives are their desks time

“When they realize 
that their lateness may make work 
costly that will leave our firm and 
our city and elsewhere, and re- 
duce the amount work available 
for them, they cannot help but take 
lively the problem.”

Modern Layout 


that bookbinders have been 
aware the fact that plant 
lay-out aid—a very definite aid 
—to greater efficiency. Modern con- 
ditions have made necessary 
hurry production books, and 
competition has made imperative 
that the binder pay close attention 
every detail operation intends 
make profits from his business. 
Today every successful binder rea- 
lizes that must keep his equipment 
the minute his competitors 
will pass him. Formerly, 
tioning would have seemed matter 
secondary importance the binder 
ani would have assumed, and, 
right'y, that because the mere in- 
stallation the machine the plant 
was more efficient. Now thinks 
best available position, get not only 
better results but results 
from his expenditure. 


Like City Planning 


Factory planning is, certain 
extent, off-shoot city planning. 
city planning generally ad- 
mitted that there can stereo- 
typed plan, that what good for one 
city unsuitable for another. 
with plant layout. The prin- 
ciples, however, are the same. For 
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bindery production re- 
ceiving increasing attention 
today, evidenced this 
article which shows 
typical modern layout.

The Continuous Chain 


There tendency most large 
binderies today follow the Ford 
method continuous chain system 
the placing the machines. The 
work arranged travel the least 
possible distance, many jobs follow 
the same route through the factory. 
The time saved proper layout 
astounding. Walking splendid ex- 
ercise but very expensive ex- 
ercise bindery, and neither en- 
joyable nor profitable. some bind- 
ers would spend half hour 
badly laid-out plant some day and see 
their employees “on the walk” they 
might get good where their 
profits are slipping away. 


The successful binder will not ex- 
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pect machine function top 
speed for ever. The bookbinding ma- 
chinery today has reached high 
stage perfection and will stand 
hard use for many years, but there 
comes time when may super- 
seded some later device. The pro- 
gressive binder will not -hesitate 
pension off the old machine. has 
served him faithfully and well but 
new installation production can of- 
ten greatly increased with in- 
crease labor costs. 


Must Consider Employes 


The employees are given every con- 
sideration the modern bindery lay- 
out. Men and girls will never au- 
tomatons and factory planning which 
does not provide for their welfare will 
result slower production. 

Ample room work and proper

lighting are two essentials. Direct 
outside lighting from “daylight” win- 
dows, supplemented. good electric 
lighting, the rule almost every 
modern bindery. Lighting materi- 
ally helped the generous use 
paint. few hundred dollars even 
few thousand spent brightening 
the bindery will repaid many 
times increased production and di- 
minished waste. 

the best kind lighting, 
there some disagreement. Some 
binders favor diffused overhead light- 
ing; others prefer separate lighting 
for each machine. any event, 
there disputing the fact that 
big, glaring lights high the 
room throw shadows which make work 
difficult and disagreebale. 

that whatever done today the 
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way improved lay-out should not 
considered final. Where new 
equipment installed, alteration 
layout may advisable, and peri- 
odic review the bindery will 
found advantageous and profitable. 

One the great evils the book- 
binding industry, well al- 
most every industry, waste—waste 
time, labor, and materials. 
waste has paid for, and in- 
creases the cost production. Ef- 
ficient plant layout will reduce much 
the bindery’s waste, and put the 
proprietor the road better prof- 
its.

little things count 
the bindery. 

Good work, excellent 
equipment, will for 
naught seemingly trivial 
matters are disregarded and 


waste allowed creep in. 

There are many wastes 
the plant which must 
guarded against waste 
materials, time and labor—if 
profits are what they 
should be. 


small but really vitally im- 
portant matters that are some- 
times overlooked the bookbinding 
plant, that small wonder that 
profits are not large they should 
be, and many good efforts are offset. 
one plant there may care- 
less disregard the value glue. 
The waste may not amount much, 
but the loss there and indicative 
slack spirit. another plant, 
the book repair problem may loom 
larger than would the case 
proper care. 


are many apparently 


Fresh Air Pays 


These represent but one kind 
waste, and they can remedied 
the management, but there are other 
kinds. Did you ever enter. stuffy 
bindery department? Not 
place work in. Not only unpleas- 
ant for the employees but fatal pro- 
duction. For there great dif- 
ference quantity and quality the 
outputs departments due the 
matter ventilation alone. Some 
foremen, their attitude, view 
inconsequential matter, but 
not. the workers bindery are 
listless and without enthusiasm, 
the various departments are not pro- 
ducing they should, may 
worth while investigate the venti- 
lation. 

Are the windows being cleaned 
and has the plant the proper light- 
ing? shapes another loss 
production. Regular attention the 
problem clean windows and proper 
lighting may indirectly lead great- 
output, has been often shown 
scientific studies. 

Employee comfort cannot neg- 
lected the best results are ob-

tained, and most proprietors realize 
this. The employee who likes his work 
and his working conditions cer- 
tainly better, more efficient one, 
the hour. Space valuable the 
bindery, especially the bindery lo- 
cated big city, but unless the 
workers are given sufficient room 
move around comfort, the space 
saved crowding too 
closely together narrowing the 
aisles will more than offset re- 
duced efficiency the employees. 


There decided contrast between 
the bindery wherein constant 
ness maintained and the one where 
more waste, material, etc., allowed 
accumulate. 


Some binderies even provide lunch 
room where their employees can es- 
cape from the atmosphere work for 
moment and relax. The effect also 
keep the workroom clean. 


Pat the Shoulder 


Quite important catering 
the employees’ physical comfort the 
proper regard for their mental piece 


mind—a psyschological considera- 
tion. 

Consider the possibilities, especially 
regard new inexperienced help, 
boys and girls, who might easily grow 
into valuable employees given the 
proper encouragement. several 
meetings the New York Bookbind- 
ers Guild this matter has been brought 
out and the executives present were 
unit declaring that was their 
duty give the new employee care- 
ful attention and help along the 
development those who showed the 
desire and the ability develop. Even 
the employee doesn’t seem have 
the capacity develop into star, 
few kind words the end his 
first day’s work will bring out the 
best him. will feel that the 
bindery has some regard for his in- 
terests. 

Errand-Boy Duties

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How Bindery Specialized 
BINDING BUSINESS RECORDS 


Concern Had Educate 
Customers Need for Unique Service, 


but Now They Turn Work Regularly. 


BUSINESS which specializes 

the binding all sorts 

office forms now being con- 

ducted San Francisco book bind- 

ery. Although unpretentious size, 

interesting for its novel line 

service, which was innovation 
its section the country least. 

The company started two-man 
concern five years ago. The partners 
were seaman out job and with 
more training for the bookbinding 
industry than years sea, and 
another man who had been 
binder Seattle. The latter suggested 
that they open bindery San Fran- 
cisco, furnish the “brains” and 
the experience, and the seaman the 
capital. They opened their shop and 
Pitts, the former seaman, went 
out rustle business. was 
tough sledding first. 

“There was demand for such 
service around here,” Mr. Pitts ex- 
plains, “because one had ever heard 
binding ordinary office records; 
had not only sell the service but 
the need for it. had show 
prospects why would profitable 
for them use our service. Obviously, 
was sometimes quite problem for 
show this, because knew noth- 
ing about the bindery business gen- 
eral and therefore nothing about our 
specialized service. 

Two years after the establishment 
the shop, Pitts bought the interest 
his partner and has operated 
under his exclusive ownership since. 
Although the plant and business are 
small comparison large, general 
bindery firms, interesting for its 
novel line service and has proved 
profitable comparison the invest- 
ment involved and the busi- 
ness turned out. 

Necessity Binding Office Records 

The reason the plant has existed 
because offers definite reason 
for its existence. Especially since the 
income tax laws became effective, 
necessary that the average business 
house corporation keep all its office 
and sales records far back five 
seven years. Obviously care- 
lessly bundle these forms and pile 
them away warehouse cellar 
means that upon occasions when 
necessary refer the papers, 
requires long time find them; 
and that time costly. Likewise, 
requires lot space store such 
papers haphazardly. 


Mr. Pitts goes these business men 
and shows them how can save them 
money binding all such records 
and designating each volume such 
manner that will but matter 
minutes for the office boy find 
the data wanted, regardless how 
old is; whereas, stored hap- 
hazardly and unbound, takes man 
who has knowledge the business 
find it, meaning hours time 
appreciably higher salary than 
handled junior clerk office 
boy. Thus the binding saves ap- 
preciable amount cash the form 
time, not mention the value 
convenience and compactness. 


All Classes Business 
The firm appeals all classes 


‘business. binds bills lading for 


steamship and railroad companies, 
binds sales reports and records for 
concerns employing force sales- 
men, binds sales slips for all kinds 
business houses. Any office sales 
form which needed company 
future reference, either fre- 
binding, Mr. Pitts argues. 

“One thing advantageous about this 
kind business,” Mr. Pitts explains, 
“is that when you once sell concern 
the idea and start binding its 
records, the business comes regu- 
larly afterwards. Once 
starts. binding such forms, rather 
inconvenient back the old 
plan. That means there certain 
amount business expected 
from each customer each month and 
each annual period the firm. Once 
man sees the neatness and con- 
venience binding such records, 
never goes back the old system 
tying his records together and throw- 
ing them into some warehouse with 
prayer that will never called 
upon find them again.” 

Customers are educated the use 
such files before the firm gets the 
business, obviously; and after firm 
has lined have its office and sales 
records regularly bound, Mr. Pitts 
then instructs the office force the 
preparation forms called for 
the bindery. The customer has his 
office force assemble all forms their 
numerical order, just they are 
bound. Periodically the bindery 
sends man around pick the 
work. 

Obviously low-priced binding 
ordinarily used this sort work, 
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because serviceability and economy are 
more important than appearance, 
since the reason for binding the re- 
cords for economy and conven- 
ience. 

The bound volume then lettered 
and stamped with the firm’s name and 
the period covered the volume. 
Thus the customer may take his vol- 
umes delivered and file them away 
their logical order some out-of- 
the way shelf the building. 


Quick Service Vital Factor 

“Quick service very important 
factor holding customers this 
business,” Mr. Pitts says. have 
one customer who sends over here 
Friday afternoon every three months 
have his sales records for the per- 
iod bound; and these records must 
back his hands before time for the 
salesmen out the road Mon- 
day morning. The job big one and 
means working day and night 
during that period. The only way 
possible for turn out the job 
prepared for handling the 
minute comes in. cut all our 
board, canvas and backs ahead 
time, that have nothing 
but concentrate upon the actual bind- 
ing when the work comes in. stay 
several months ahead the cutting 
all standard board, backs and can- 
vas, order able turn out 
rush jobs all kinds. 


Study Customers’ Records 

“In order give customer the 
best service, essential that the 
binder study the customer’s record 
system and know thoroughly. Now 
and then get customer who can- 
not get along without the use his 
office records even long enough for 
bind them. That means that 
must consult the records now and then 
while have them. studying his 
system and form filing, are able 
give him whatever data wants 
over the telephone while the records 
are our hands and thereby save 
him time and speed our own ser- 
vice.”

Paper Cutting Knives 


RAY THOMPSON 


ITHOUT going into all 

the various details grind- 

ing paper trimmer knives, 

will only possible, short article, 

give the main points and only touch 
briefly those. 

the first place, necessary 
have good grinding machine, one 
that rigid and will hold both the 
knife and wheel from excessive vi- 
bration. 


Requirements Wheel 


Next the type wheel. must 
wheel that will cut and not glaze 
with bond that will hold the abra- 
sive firmly that points are continu- 
ally breaking off, forming new cut- 
ting edges, and still wheel that 
soft enough wear away and not 
glaze over and polish instead grind- 
ing and wearing away. 

knife can ground without any 
water, with floods water, but 
highly dangerous try and use 
just little water, for that case 
the knife heats and suddenly cooled 
when the water touches it. This sud- 
den contraction puts too great 
strain the steel, and invariably 
breaks out little cracks right 
angles the cutting edge. 

you ever get knife back from 
the grinder and find using that 
little three cornered break 
out, you can sure that the knife 
has been over-heated grinding. 


Watch for “Blue Spots” 


grinding knives, even though the 
machine automatic, watch the knife 
all times for blue spots. no- 


ticed once, little any damage 
done, but the machine run with 
the wheel that condition, with 


the pressure increasing every stroke, 
takes only short time totally 
ruin the knife. you see blue spot 
forming, slightly release the pressure 
and dress the wheel. The wheel has 
either clogged too hard. 


Lots Water 


Have water, lots it, flooding the 
work point contact with the 
wheel. 

Grind from the point cutting 
edge toward the heel bevel; thus 
what heat generated has larger 
surface spread into and will not 
draw the temper the extreme edge. 


Follow Original Bevel 


Follow the bevel originally the 
knife; the knife maker knows the 
best bevel, take his word for it. 
you have trouble cutting and think 
the bevel too long too short, 
write the maker the knife, tell him 
your problem and will give you 
the benefit his advice and experi- 
ence this has been one his prob- 
lems, and has learned through 
many years’ experience just which 
best. not necessary for you 
all through again. 

The degree bevel not depend- 
ent upon the thickness nor width 
knife but entirely upon what strain 
course the class material. order- 
ing new knife, always specify what 
the knife cut other than regu- 
lar stock. 


Hone Knife Thoroughly 


Now, the most important thing 
keep mind after the knife ground 
hone thoroughly. Not just 
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rub here and slides there, 
but positively see that all the feather 
edge removed. Then when you are 
sure K., take soft pine stick, 
rest lightly the edge and draw 
long parallel with the knife, then 
lightly hone again and ready. 
The pine stick will break down any 
feather that might remain and 
knife will cut clean has feather 
edge, but the first few cuts will 
bend over and break out, taking 
small piece the edge with it; then 
your work shows scratch. 

The best hone one with coarse 
and fine side, preferably using wa- 
ter only, and obtainable through 
the usual channels. 


Other Suggestions 


Space prevents any further sug- 
buy two knives instead one; why 
the widest knives your machine will 
take should used; why does not 
pay hone knives the machine; 
and why does pay have knives 
ground equal width occasion- 
ally. 

These are other vital matters the 
bookbinder and every other user 
cutting knives, but discussion them 
will have postponed for some 
later date.
